SLAYER SAYS WIFE 
KILLED WOMAN 


Henry Fisher, 
Convicted of 


Murder, Makes Confession. 


Sunbury, Pa., Feb. it.—Henry Fish­ 
er, found guilty in the second degree 
of m urdering Mrs. Sarah Klinger, in 
Shamokin, over three years ago, and 
who was tried three tim es at an ex­ 
pense of elmost 810.000 to the county, 
made the following 
confession

—Colonel Theodore R oosevelt’s bunt 
log trip In the w ilds of Africa ended 
when tile party arrived here.

last 
ten days, 
which took the expedition over an ex­ 
ceedingly difficult 
stretch 
of land, 
wa* one of the m ost enjoyable part* 
of the entire trip. 
The entrance into Oondokoro of the 
American* was 
rudely 
picturesque, 
and nothing th a t B ritish and native 
hospitality could suggest was lacking 
in the welcome. 
The arrival of the 
expedition in th e o u tsk irts of the town 
was heralded with bugle blasts by 
Chief K eriha’s bugle band, which led
